CHURCH CLEARED OF DEBT 



Jury Dismissed After Announclne Ois- 
agreement Verdict— -New Trial of 
, Case (n the Fall 






- Eleven of the twelve jurymen who 
heard the evidence in the prejur; case 
charpEed against Overseer Voliva of 
Zion City believed him guilty of the 
ofTenae; one man was unwilling to be- 
lieve him guilty, hence when the jury 
at 10:30 Tuesday , reported to Judge 
Frost that It could not agree, the vote 
stood 11 to 1 for conviction. 

The one man saved Voliva f^om be- 
ing found guilty of the charge on which 
a Lake county grand jury indicted him. 

The disagreement of the jury means 
another trial of the famous case In 
Rockford and the chances are It will be 
held next fall. 

The jury retired Monday evening at 
6:30 and balloted all night without 
sleep in an effort to reach a decision. 

The balloting resulted as follows: 

First— 8 -to 4 for conviction. 

Second— 9 to 3 for conviction. 

Third— 10 to 2 for conviction. 

Fourth and all subsequent— 11 tol for 
conviction. 

Just how many ballots were taken by 
tht jurymen is not known. The fact Is 
they kept balloting every few min- 
utes all night none. of. them getting a 
wink of sleep. But their efforts prov- 
ed voin for the one man stuck out tying 
the jury and finally forcing the dis- 
agreement which will result in another 
trial being held on the same charge. 
While the alleged offense took place in 
Lake county, the trial went to Rock- 
ford, Winnebago county on Vollva's re- 
quest for a change of venue, his claim 
being that he felt a Lake county jury 
was prejudiced so he could not get a 
fair trial in Lake county. The state 
protested and fought bard to keep the 
cose In Lake county, but the change 
was granted. The trial started last 
week Monday and was continued all the 
week, with postponments due to the 
death of a relative of one of the jury- 
men, also to the heat, etc. The argu- 
ments of counsel were Aniahed Monday 
evening at 6 o'clock, the jury had sup- 
per and then began balloting; 

State's attornney Dady, of Lake 
county is much pleased over the ver- 
dict, although of course he wanted a 
conviction. He said about the matter 
following a message from Rockford: 
**When eleven out of twelve men of a 
strange county inaialst that Voliva 
committed the offense, it looks as if 
there Is something; to It, doesn't it? 
But one man out of of the dozen held 
out to avoid convicting him and it shows 
the almost unanimous feeling of the 
men who heard the evidence, I am 
satisfied and feel confident, we will get 
a conviction next falU when the case Is 
heard again at Rockford. 

The penalty which the overseer will 
have to suffer In case he Is found guilty 
of the charge and Is unable to prevent 
sentence through appeals, etc., Is from 
one to 14 years in the state prison. 

The Bpeciflc charge agalnt Voliva, 
perjury, was based on the claim that he 
signed and affidavit in which he 'said he 
did not known his own conducj was 
under investigation at the* time the 
grand jury was considering the alleged 
vote frauds at Zion some four years 
ago. The state contended he knew 
What he was doing, that Is, that he 
knew the jury was investigating his 

E art in the electioh frauds, therefore 
e committed perjury when he signed 
the affidavit Voliva msisted all along he 
acted under his attorney's advice and 
felt he did not intend committing 
perjury. -

The name Howard Johnson and the 
signature of the check, did not appear 
in handwriting similar to the endorse- 
ment which "Johnson" made when 
Mr. Hollstein agreed to cosh It. Thus 
it Is apparent he had an accomplice In 
his forgery stunt. At any rate, Mr. 
Hollatein deducted his purchases and 
gave him the change, $15.15 and he 
went out. 

It was later evident that the fellow 
went directly to Jewell's drug store, 
where he presented the same kind of 
a check, but it was made out for $6.50. 
He followed the same plan purchasing 
minor articles and asking to have the 
check cashed, Mr. Jewell accommodat- 
ing him by giving him the difference. 

When the checks were presented to 
the bank Monday the discovery was 
made that they were forgeries.- Mr. 
Hollstein swore out a warrant for 
Johnson's arrest but the belief is he 
has skipped town. 

It Is believed the same man was In 
the Hollatein store last week, where 
he made a purchase of films, aimilar to 
those he obtained Sunday night. This 
fact would indicate that he had been 
there for some days, possibly being a 
resident of the city.

Driving an automobile in the dark, 
along an unfamiliar country road, led 
to the death of Chas. E. Jenkins, Jr,, 
6100 Evans avenue, Chicago, early Sun- 
day morning and abruptly ended what 
was planned to have been an outing at 
Fox Lake. 

Jenkins, accompanied by George B, 
Roberts, Jr., 4805 Drexel boulevard, 
left Chicago shortly after midnight 
Sunday morning In the latter's auto to 
make the drive to Fox Lake. The pair 
sped along the city boulevards andithe 
country roads to Hslf Day, where the 
gasoline gave out and a halt was made 
to purchase a fresh supply. 

As the machine approached Liberty- 
ville, Bobbins, who was driving, in 
some manner allowed the automobile to 
leave the road and run down a alight 
embankment. Unable to gain the road 
he drove along the side to the highway 
for 250 feet until the machine stopped 
with a sudden lurch in a deep ditch, 
after striking a wooden drain which ex- 
tended across the road. 

Jenkins was thrown from the front 
seat bacl^over the tonneau of the car, 
his head striking the rear axel, causing 
.ins$ant death. 

The accident occurred about three 
o'clock and was not far from the home 
of John R, Thompson and but about 20 
rods from the home of former super- 
visor W. E. Miller. The latter's sister 
happened to hear the crash and called 
her brother, who hastened outside to 
see what had happened. He arrived In 
time to see Jenkins breath his last. 
Robbins, although thrown was practic- 
ally unhurt. 

Another passing autoist stopped and 
offered aid. He phoned from the 
Thompson home, notifying Coroner 
Taylor at Libertyville of the accident. 
Accompanied by Marshal Limberry, 
Dr. Taylor hastened to the scene and 
took charge of the remains, taking 
them to Treptow and Taylor's morgue, 
where the inquest was held, Sunday, 
Jenkins' father came out to attend it,

The bill .abolishing the state fish and 
game departments and creating the' 
State Game and Fish Conservation 
Commission, has passed the legislature 
and became effective July 1, 1^13.. 
This cancels all commissions to fish and 
game wardens, whose positions will be 
filled by five state fish and game war- 
dens who will be required to pass stata 
civil service tests. 

No provision is made for special 
deputy wardens other than constituting 
sheri^s and constables as ex-officiala 
special deputy wardens who shall re- 
ceive as their fees one half oj the fines 
collected upon convictions secured by. 
them. 

The most important change In tho 
fish laws is in the ''possession" clause 
which prohibits any person having in 
his possession any of the followinj^ 
mentioned fish which are less than the 
length specified for each: 

''Block baas, pike or pickerel, or pike 
perch (wall eyed pike,) con be takea 
only with a hook and line held in the 
hand or attached to a rod held in jthe 
hand," The penalty is $10 to $200 for 
each undersized fish or for each blaclc 
bass, pike. or pickerel caught in any 
manner contrary to the law. 

Trammel nets are abolished and 
seines are limited to 600 yards in 
length. 

The law also empowers and author- 
izes the commission to set aside watera 
as state fish preserves, in which it Is 
unlawful to fish with any device except 
band lii^ or rod and line. Tne penalty 
for the first offense is $50 to $100 and 
$100 to $200 for the second and in either 
case offenders shall stand committed 
to the county jail to remain until such 
a fine and costs are fully paid." 

A movement is already on foot to 
have the Fox, Rock, Desplaines and 
Kankakee rivers and all waters tribu- 
tary set aside as fish preserves. 

The principal changes in the game 
laws are as follows: 

Open season for prairie chickens^ ■ 
Nov. 11 to 24, both inclusive. 

Open season for mourning dovea^. 
Aug. 16 to Oct. 31, both inclusive. 

Open season for squirrel, July 1 to 
Nov. 15. 

Closed season on wild turkey, sand 
grouse, partridge, and all kinds of 
pheasants extended to July 1, 1920. 

No protection on' any kind of black* 
birds. 

It is unlawful to feed any kind of 
seeds or grains or to bait any wild 
goose, wild duck, brant or other wild 
water fowl for the purpose of shooting, 
trapping or ensnaring them. 

No person who is not a citizen of the 
United States or who boa not declared 
his intention to become such can secure 
a hunting license. 

it is unlawful to hunt rabbits with ^ 
ferrets. 

Whenever a license shall have been 
issued to any person under the provis* 
ions of this act and such license shall 

violate any of the provisions of this act . 
the license so issued shall immediately 
be revoked By the commission. This 
applies to all' huhting and fishing 
licenses. 

A fine of $20 to $100 is the' ponalty 
provided for anyone who resists or ob* 
atructs or interferes with any game 
warden in the discharge of his duties.

YOUTHS THROWN TO DEATH IN 
RIVER WHEN WOODEN STRUC- 
TURE COLLAPSES. 



MANY SWIM BACK TO SHORE 



'Urttfo Boya, Awaiting Opening of 
^ Bathing Beach, Perish When 
Board Walk Goes Into Stream 
Without Warning. 



Lawrence, Mass., July 2.— A wooden 
-walk, leading over aftoeii feet of water 
to tUo municipal bathhouao in the Mer- 
•liniac river, Monday gave way under 
a crowd of boys and at least twelve 
wero drowned. There may bo more 
■bodies In the stream. 

Tho boys, ranging from nine to flf- 
tot>n years, wore waiting for the bath- 
houao keeper to open tho door. No ouo 
iknew how many thero wero in tho 
party, but It Is thought that 40 Is a 
■conBorvatlvo estimate. Tho boya wero 
Jumping up and down as they shouted 
for admisBion, when the supports sank 
aud the walk ffcxtensioa dropped like a 
;trup door. 

Tliero Is a swift current at this 
ipoint, drawn by tho falls, a quarter of 
a mllo below. Alany of tho boys could 
■not Bwlm. Witnesses on the river 
bank say thai all disappeared In a 
■flash, but a mcmient later there was a 
struggling mass on tho surface. The 
Htronger ones, who could swim, struck 
out bravely for tho boathouso and a 
score saved themselves. Their cries 
brought aid and several others were 
puilod ashore. Five unconscious fornw 
■wero brought from tlie water, and two 
of these were Anally resuscitated. Ef- 
forts to restore tho others wore futile. 
it was thought at tlrst that only 
three drowned and It was not until two 
hours luter that the probable loss of 
Jife was realized.

HEAT KILLS 32 IN CHICAGO 

Tenement District Is Greatest Sufferer 
^ When Temperature Nears 

■ 100 Mark. 

Chicago, July 2.— With forty-five 
jdGatha and 160 proetratlona on the 
day's list of heat victims, the climax 
of tho torrid wave was reached at 
four o'clock Monday, when the'cOlcIal- 
ly reported temperature was 9S.6. 

Tho greatest suffering was In the 
crowded tenement districts, where 
hundreds of babies gasped for a breath 
of air, and scores were carried to hos- 
ritalri and dispensariee In a state of 
extreme prostration. 

"No real end of the torrid spell Is in 
flight at present," says Forecaster Cox. 
"The Interior of the countrj' Is one 
-vast furnace, rejwrta from Indiana. 
Tennessee. Missouri and Indiana show- 
ing an approach to 100 degrees nearly 
everj-where." 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 2.— Nine deaths 
and a score of prostrations are the 
day's toll from the heat wave which 
ran the mercury up from 77 at mid- 
night to 92 and is still climbing.-

Gettysburg, Pa., July 1.— The arm- 
ies of the Blue and Gray are again as- 
sembled at Gettysburg, after fifty 
years, , 

This time the I'eterans met at her 
doorstep to Join In the seml-ccntennlal 
celebration of the greatest battle of 
the war between the states* and to 
show the world that scars aro not so 
deep as the feeling of American bro- 
therhood. 

^From early morning until long after 
sundown the veterans In blue and gray 
trooped Into the little town which has 
slept so peacefully among Its hills 
since Lee and Meade turned their le- 
gions southward so long ago. 

More than thirty special trains came 
Into the village during the day, and 
thousands of veterans who tramped 
up from the Shenandoah on their pre- 
vious visit rode in tho luxury of soft- 
backed day coaches from Harrlaburg, 
Baltimore and Washington, Instead of 
the roar of guns, the thunder of charg- 
ing cavalry and the vocal tributes of 
the mule drivers that greeted them In 
tho other days, they walked or rode 
through the quiet, calm Sunday of a 
countr>" town. 

From the station of the two rail- 
roads that come Into the village is a 
long mile to tho camp of C.OOO tents 
where the veterans are housed. Many 
of them made'the trip by automobile 
or by carriage or In the friendly shel- 
ter of a "Seeing Gettysburg" car, but 
thousands shouldered their, suit cases 
and walked. 

Tho tents fall westward with the 
slope of tho ground from the Emmltts- 
burg road to the point on Seminary 
ridge, where the Immortal charge of 
Pickett started on the third day of tho 
fight. They cover the "peach orchard" 
and the "wheat field." where thou- 
sands of men were lost, and part of 
the ground over which Pickett 
charged, but they do not reach to the 
bloody angle or to the base of Ceme- 
tery ridge, from whose heights Meade'a 
artiUerj' poured out Its merclleas rain 
of grape and canister and cut to pieces 
the legions of Pickett, 

The formal exercises will be hold In 
a big tent near Emmlttsburg road, but 
they will last only two hours each day, 
and the rest of the time tho veterans 
will spend as they please. 

The news that President Wilson Is 
coming to make a speecl^July A caused 
a stir. J. M. Scboenmakcr. chairman 
of the Gettysburg commission, tele- 
graphed to the preaident, Inforyning 
him that the commission would like 
him to get to Gettysburg at 11 o'clock 
July 4. The president will stay here 
about two hours.

Bank Notes and Refunding of 

Bonds Is Reinserted, 

Washington. Juno 28.— Tho house 
Thursday referred tho Banking and 
Currency Reform bill to the banklnff 
and currency committee, and prepara- 
tions were made to begin work on it 
Immediately. 

The bill contains a series of changes 
from the original draft. President 
Wilson has given authority that the 
meaauro as It stands shall be known 
as "tho administration bill." 

There still Is a fight over the quea- 
tlon of public hearings, and It Is 
not likely that tho bill will bo ready 
for action In the house before August 
10. The senate will not touch it un- 
til the tariff Is out of the way. 

Reinserted In the bill la the original 
proposition for retiring tho present 
bank notes within twenty years and 
the substitution therefor of additional 
federal roser\*e notes. This eliminates 
the proposed limit of $500,000,000 In 

reserve notes contained in tho \\\\\ rv.r"'""°"^r' ""• """" *°* — "t^^mor 
as originally made public. In repla" — on Thuraday signed tho woman 
Ing the bank notes the government 
two per cent, bonds, upon which they 
now are Issued, would bo refunded by 
three per cent, bonds without the cl> 
culatlon privilege. 

The provision allowing country 
banks to deposit a part of their re- 
sen-es was revised, and the federal 
regional banks were given the author- 
ity to fix tho rate of discount, subject 
to the approval of the federal reserve 
board. The reserve provision now 
would require country banks to keep 
five per cent, of their reserves In 
their own vaults and five per cent, at 
the regional reserve banl:. The other 
five per cent., at a bank's option, 
might bo deposited With tho regional 
bank or 'go to a correspondent in a 
central reserve city with the approval 
of the federal reser%'s board.

pASHINGTON.— It la poasl. 
bio, Bomo people would Bay 
probnblo. that tho Battlo of 
GoUyaburg changed utterly 
tho courao of American hls- 
iory. It -was a great flght between 
armies of Americana, for probably 
fully ninety per cent, of tho men who 
fought on tho two Bides woro bom 
natives to tho American aoll. Tho 
, ■bravery shown at GottyBburg was of 
tho order which Americans have 
ehown on every flold and which re- 
flects credit upon tho hardy and 
lierolc ancestry of tho men engaged, 
no matter from what raco thoy may 
have sprung. 

At Gettysburg there was nothing to 
<!hooBo between the valor of tho North 
and tho South. Tho South lost tho 
'flght» but It lost It honorably and 
nwlth tho profltlgo of Its soldiery un- 
Idlmraed. Tho charges raado on that 
ifleld have gono down Into history as 
assaults mado under conditions which 
every man felt might mean death at 
tho ond. The defenses mado at Gettya- 
Iburg wcro of tho kind which It takes

l)etweon the states. After It tho 
South largely was on tho defoHBlvo, 
but Us defonso was maintained with 
fortltuf^o and In tho faco of privations 
■which could not chill tho blood of 
men fighting for what they thought 
•was the right. 

Tho Northern armies were porsls- 
tent In their attacks through tho cam- 
paigns which after a few months were 
started aglnat tho oMcctlvo point, 
nichmond. Bravo men hero and brave 
men there, and after tho end came It 
■was tho qualities which keep com- 
pany with bravery which made tho 
Boldlers of tho North and South so 
ready to forget and to forgive and to 
work again for tho good of a com- 
mon country. 

Tho great battlo of Chancellorsvlllo 
■was fought not long before the oppos- 
•Ing Union and Confedorato forces met 
on tho field of Gettysburg. Chancel- 
lorsvlllo was a Confedorato victory. 
The Southern government boUoved 
that the victory should bo followed up 
by an Invasion. of tho North for, ac- 
cording to Ha reasoning. If an Impott- 
Bnt engagement could bo won upon 



land from Invasion, a condition which 
military men say always adds a sub- 
tle Domethlng to tho* fighting quality 
which Is In any man. Somo authori- 
ties have eald that there wero 100,000 
men In tho Confedorato forces at Got- 
tyBburg to bo confronted by 00,000 
Union troops. . Another authority Bays 
that the Confedorato force was 84,000 
and tho Union force 80,000. As It was 
tho armies wero protty. nearly equally 
divided In strength. 

In Juno, 1863, General Robert 13. 
Leo began to move northward. Leo 
concentrated his army at Winchester, 
Va., and then started for tho Potomac 
river, which he crosaed to reach tho 
stato of Maryland. Ho fully expected 
{o bo followed by General Hooker's 
army and so General Stuart with a 
largo forco of cavalry was ordered by 
Leo to keep In front of Hooker's army 
and to check his pursuit of tho Con- 
federates If It was attempted. 

Late In June tho Confederate force 
reached Hagerstown, In tho state of 
Marj-Iand. It was General Loe'a In- 
tention to strike Ilarrlsburg, Pa., 
which was a. great railroad center 
and a city where Union armies woro 
recruited and from which all kinds of 
supplies wero sent out to tho soldiers 
In tho field. Whllo tho Southern com- 
mander was on his way with a largo 
part of his forco to tho Pennsylvania 
capital another part of his command

Northern soU tho chances of foreign 
Intervention or at least foreign aid to 
tho Southern cause, would bo forth- 
I coming. 

General Robert B. Leo late In the 
spring of 1863, mado hlB preparations 
to conduct hlB campaign Northward 
^Into tho state of Pennsylvania. Ho 
had under his command three corps, 
General James Longstreet command- 
ing tho First, General Richard S. 
EwoU commanding the Second, and 
General A. P. Hill commanding tho 
Third, In the Union army which aft- 
erward confronted Leo at Gettysburg, 
thoro wero seven corps, but the num- 
ber of men in each . was much; less 
than that in a Confedorato corps, tho 
mllltmy composition of each being 
different, Tho Union corps comman- 
ders who under Meado wero at Get- 
tysburg, wero Generals John F. Rey- 
nolds, W; S. Hancock, Daniel - B. 
BIcklea, Georgo Sykes, John Sedgwick, 
O. O. Howard and H. W. Slocum. 
Forces Almost Evenly Matched. 
It never has been determined be- 
yond the point of all dispute Just how 
many men wero engaged on each sldo 
In the battle of 'Gettysburg. It - is 



was ordered to make Its way Into the 
Susquehanna Valley through the town 
of Gettysburg and then to turn in its 
course after destroying rallijoads and 
gathering In supplies, and to meet tho 
Confedorato commander with the main 
army at Harrlsburg. 

It was General Jubal A. Early of 
General Leo's command, who reached 
Gettysburg after a long hard march 
on Juno 26. From there he went to 
tho town of York and from thence to 
WrlghtsvlUe. At this place he was 
ordered by General Leo to retrace his 
stops and .to bring his detachment 
back to a ' capap near Gettysburg. 
When Early nhd obeyed Lee's order 
and had reached a point near Gettys- 
burg ho found tho entire Southern 
forco was camped within easy strik- 
ing distance of tho now historic town. 
In the meantime things were hap- 
Iienlng elsewhere. General Hooker 
in command of the Union army which 
had been depicted at ChancellorsvlUe, 
had succeeded In out-maneuvering 
General Stuart in command of Lee's 
cavalry, had got around Stuart's com- 
mand In a way to prevent tho South- 
ern general from forming a Junction 
with the forces of hla chief comman- 
der. Lee gavo over the proposed 
movement on Harrlsburg when he 
heard of Hooker's approach and 
brought tho different parts c^f his 
army together. 

Four days before the Gettysburg 
fight began General Hooker reslgnod 
as commander of the Union army. 
Hooker and General Hallock dis- 
agreed iipon a ' matter concerning 
which strategists today say that Gen- 
eral Hooker was right. Three days 
before tho battle began, that Is, Juno 
28, 1863, General Georgo Gordan 
Meado was named as General Hook- 
er's successor In charge of tho North- 
em army. General Meado at once 
went Into the field and established 
his headquarters at a point ten or 
twelve miles south of the toWn of 
Gettysburg. 

Armies Meet at Gettysburg. 
It'Beems that General Leo on heai> 
Ing that Stuart had not succeeded in 
checking tho Union army's advance 
hdd mado up his mind to turn Bouth- 
ward to moot tho force of Hooker, or 
as It turned out the force of Meade. 
Leo with his force had advanced 
north beyond Gettysburg, whllo Meade 
with his force was south of tho town. 
The fields near tho Pennsylvania vil- 
lage had not been picked as a place of 
battle, but there It was that tho two 
great armies came together and for 
three days struggled for tho mas^ 

t®ry. ,^ ^ 

On the last day of Juno, tho day 
before the real battle of Gettysburg 
began, Genera! Reynolds, a corps- 
commander of the Union army, went 
forward 'to feel out tho epongy. He, 
reached Gettysburg by nightfall. -His 
corps,- tho First, together with tho 
Third" and tho Blovonth . Infantry 
Corps with a -division of cavalry, com- 
posed the Union army's loft wing.* 

Tho Fifth Army Corps was sent to 
Hanover, Boutheast of Gettysburg, 
and the Twelfth 'Corps was Immedl- 



tho morning of July 1. Ho dlBpatched 
a courier to Meado saying that tho 
high ground above Oettyaburg was 
tho proper phico to meet tho enemy, 
Not long after this meBsngo was sent 
to Meado General Reynolds wlio dis- 
patched It, was killed. Ho was on 
horseback near a patqh of woods with 
his forco confronting a largo detach- 
ment of Coafedcrato troops wlilch was 
coming toward them. Theso troops of 
tho enemy woro dispersed by tho 
Union batteries and Reynolds was 
watching tho successful Bolld shot 
and shrapnel onset when a bullet 
struck him in tho head killing him in- 
stantly. ^ 

General Abner Doubleday succeeded 
Reynolds In command of the troops 
at that point of tho field. A brigade 
of Confederates, a MlBslsslppl organi- 
sation, charged tho Union forces, 
broke their organization and succeed- 
ed In making prisoners of a largo part 
of a New York regiment. I^ter these 
men wero recaptured and tho Missis- 
sippi brigade was driven back, a por- 
tion of it surrendering. In -tho fight 
on tho first day at this point of tho 
field or near It. ono Union regiment, 
tho IGlBt Pennsylvania, lost In killed 
and wounded 337 men out of a total 
of 446 In a littlo more than a quarter 
of an hour's flght. 

General Doubleday fell back to Sem- 
inary Ridgo and extended his line. 
Tho forces employed against him 
hero wero greater than his own, and 
after hard fighting Seminary Ridge 
was given up. Tho first day's battlo 
was In effect and In truth a victory 
for tho Southern arms. On the night 
of July 1 General Hancock arrived 
and succeeded In rallying the Union 
forces and putting now heart Into tho 
men. General Meado on that night 
ordered' tho entire army to Gettys- 
burg. ' . '^ 

Victory Not Followed Up. 
For Eomo reason or other perhaps 
unknown to this day, what was virtu- 
ally a Confederate victory on the first 
of July was not followed up by Gen- 
eral Leo early on the next morning. 
General Meade therefore succeeded In 
strengthening his linos and In pre- 
paring for tho greater conflict. Ono 
end of the Union lino was somo dis- 
tance cast of Cemetery Hill on Rock 
Creek, another end was at Round Top 
something more than two miles be- 
yond Cemetery Hill to tho south. The 
Confederate lino confronting it was 
somewhat longer. 

It Is Impossible In a brief sketch of 
this battlo to glvo tho names of tho 
brigade and tho regimental comman- 
ders and the names of the regiments 
which were engaged on both sides In 
this great battlo. Meade, Hancock, 
Howard. Slocum ; and Sickles wltl^ 
their men were confronting Leo, 
Longstreet, Hill, Ewell and tho other 
great commanders of tho South with 
their men. Tho line of battle with the 
spaces In between tho different com- 
mands was nearly ten miles. It was 
the Confederate generaVs Intention to 
attack at tho extreme right and left 
and at tho center simultaneously. It 
was to bo General Longstreot's duty 
to turn tho left flank of tho Union 



which has gono Into hlslorr W one 
of the most heroic asHauUs of all 
time It was forlorn hopo but It was 
grasped and tho men of George Ed- 
ward Pickett, Confederate soldier, 
wont loyally and with full hearts to 
their death across a shrapnel and rlfio 
swept field. 

\Vhen tho third day's fighting open- 
ed It began with an artillery duel, 
hundreds of guns belching forth shot 
and death from tho batteries of both 
contending forces. It Is said that this 
was tho greatest duel engaged In by 
field pieces during tho four years of 
the war between tho states. 

The Union guns at one time ceased 
firing, and it is nnld that tho southern 
commander thought thoy had been 
silenced, and then it waa that Long- 
street's men made an asHnuJt and 
Pickett's men made Ihclr charge. Tho 
former goncral's objective was IJlg 
Round Top, but his forces were driv- 
en back. Picket formed his division 
in brigade columns and they moved 
directly across the fields over flat 
ground. Thoy had no cover and they 
had no sooner come into effective 
range than they wero met by such a 
storm of shot as never before swept 
over a field of battlo. 

They went on and on, and on clos" 
Ing in their depleted ranks and mov- 
ing steadily forward to their death.

That It has bought and bribed union 
offinials In breaking up strikes.

That a great lobby staff was main- 
tained. 

That congressmen were aided In 
their campaigns If favorable to the 
manufacturers. 

That oven ministers were used to 
defeat labor unions. 

Mr. Mulhall gives a list of names 
of men prominent In public life who 
dealt with him In the secret lobby 
work In congress. Ho also designates 
certain officials as having received 
financial reward for their services to 
the manufacturers, or for political 
purposes while in office. A long list 
of names Is also given of men whom 
Mulhall claims were the lobbyists for 
tho association. Names of many pub- 
lic officials whose elections were 
fought with money and Influence by 
tho asBOclation. sometimes success- 
fully, aro given In Mulhall's allega- 

tlona. , . .». J 

Mr. Mulhall's Btatement described 
trips ho said he made Into half a doz- 
en states with money and with orders 
from the association to do everything 
In hiB power to elect or defeat certain 
candidates for oipce. 

Makes Second Statement. 
In a /urthor statement Colonel Mul- 
hall cites, as an Instance of the se- 
crecy with which the alleged lobby 
worked, several letters bearing the 
typewritten algnaturo "No, Slg," writ- 
ten without I addr^s and on plain 
paper. These, the colonel .assorts, 
come from tho secretary of the l^a- 
tlonal Association of Manufacturers. . 
All . tho "No Sig" letters contain 
WTirninga to bo careful against expos- 
ing tho methods of tho lobby. Cblonet 
Mulhall was warned against; running

and rights of employers engaged In 
labor distutes, and this has sometimes 
been an Issue, as In tho famous Llt- 
tlefleld campaign In Maine. Tho ns- 
eociatlon haa appealed to Its mem- 
bers and to business men generally, 
to gl\*e support to public men who 
dared to oppose such pernicious de- 
mands. 

Tells Mulhall's Work. 
"Mulhall wos employed In some In- < 

stances tn campaigns where such Is- 
sue existed to enlist the legitimate 
support of buBlncBB men In an effort^ 
to defend their own elementary rights 
and prevent tho defeat of public men 
for their plain performance of duty. 
"It has been likewise part of the 
duty of the Washington office of the 
asBOciatlon to answer tho inquiries of 
members of business associations 
with respect to pending legislation. 
To this end Mulhall frequently col- 
lected or arranged for the collection 
of documents' and sometimes Inter- 
viewed members of congress with re- 
spect to progress of legislation. 

"Many of the public men specifically 
mentioned as having been "Influenced" 
by officers or agents of this associa- 
tion I do not know even by sight 
Gives Lie Direct 
"The statement that any of the pub- 
lic men named In Mulhall's charge 
were ever In the employ of the assc 
elation, directly or Indirectly, while In 
or out of public office, Is a sinister and ' 
diabolical He. The statement that any ,^ 
room In the capitol was over placed 
by any ono at the disposal of any of 
Its officers or agents, or that any page 
or other person In the sei-vlce of con- 
gress waa In Its employ, directly or In- 
directly, Is no loss maliciously un- 
just to the Individuals named than to 
.the National asBociatlon or Its offi- 
cers. 

"A prompt investigation by an ex- 
isting committee, which his associa-^:^^ 
tion would warmly welcome, will baro ^SJn*... 
the motives of this slander and tho 
character of this venal assassin of 
public men. It might also expose tho 
character of the labor lobby, which 
makes our efforts necessary." 
Would Broaden Quiz* 
"The lobby Investigation has gono 
foi beyond Its original scope," said 
Chairman Overman, "and 1 don't see 
any course for us to pursue but to ask 
for more power from tho senate and 
to go into every phase of the remark- 
ablo aituatlon that has been devel- " 
oped. 

"I waa Informed that Mr. Mulhall 
had Information that boro directly 
upon lobbying work at Washington, 
and accordingly lasued a subpoena 
lato last night to sorvo upon him 
before ho left Washington. Much of 
the statement credited to him bears' 
upon legislation In previous congress- 
es, which Is outside the scope of the 
resolution under which we are work- 
ing.

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PRIMROSE LONG A FAVORITE 

Many Poets Have Written of the FIovw- 
. er, But Only Shakcipears Really 
Their Subject. 

The poete quoted In the Office Win- 
dow writes a correspondent, sbbuld 
not mean that the primrose Is deli- 
cate, but merely that Its time of flow- 
ering Is a cold time, and that It can 
never possess the fullness of the later 
aunahlno. But unlike these cosily aen- 
tlmGnloI poets (Milton, forgive me) 
Shakespeare alone Is quite explicit 
Shahespeare alone has the natural 
fact at heart and Idenllflea natural 
fact with divine poetry. Spencer's 
"untimely tempest" and Hilton's "for- 
snken" are both false, for tempest Is 
not untimely but timely during the 
primrose's life; and the primrose Is 
not "forsaken" any more than a young 
virgin Is forsaken. Shakespeare ev- 
ery' time. Shakespeare forever. 

The primrose of old was cr^Ited 
with a >»edlclnal as well as a super- 
Btlllous value. Even now In some 
country parts a decoction of primrose 
leaves Is supposed to restore a fall- 
ing memoir, and In 1664, when Cul- 
poper wrote his "London rrtspensa. 
tory," the primrose was regarded as 
an almost universal panacea, curing 
"convulsions, falling sickness, palsies, 
etc.," and strengthening "the brain, 
senses and memory excedlngly." And 
even the healthy did. not disdain to 
eat It, for primrose pasty waa once a 
popular tAncashtre delicacy. After 
this one wonders If it Is not a waste 
to wear It in one'a buttonhole.— Lon- 
don Chronicle,

When ha 



rREND OF THE SHEEP INDUSTRY IN 

THE STATES OF THE MIDDLE WEST 
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New Barn With Alfalfa Runway* at University of Illinois. 
By W. C. COFFEY, 



Assistant ProfesBor of Sheep Hus- 
bandry, University of Illinois. 
In tho census of 1910 about ono-acv- 
onth of tho farms in Indiana, Illinois, 
Wlaconaln, Minnesota, Iowa and Mis- 
souri reported a llttlo more than 37 
shoep to tho farm. In other words, 
•1B4,819 forms out of a total of 1,293,- 
742, reported 6,920,734 shoop. Theae 
llgurea, adequately summarlzo tho ex- 
tent of sheep raising In the atatea 
mentioned. They take no account ot 
tho number of farma on which weat- 
om shoop and lambs wcro handled, 
nor ot tho number of theae animals 
that were fed during tho conaus year. 
No flguroa are available by which this 
can bo done, but It can safely be aald 
that tho practice of feeding western 
sheep and lambs were handled nor of 
tho number ot these animals that wcro 
fed during tho census year. No llg- 
urea are available by which this can 
bo done, but it can aafely be aald that 
the practice ot feeding western aheep 
and' lambs, has become so widespread 
In tho middle west, that It must bo 
considered a vital part ot tho sheep 
Industry In that region. 

When wo aro confronted with the 
statement that only one-soventh of 
the farms In tho five states mentioned 
above maintain sheep, and that the 
averago size of flocks la only n trifle 
more than 37 head, w'o cannot hut 
rcallzo that aheop raising does not 
feature In tho farm economy of these 
Btatea in a largo way. It Is clear that, 
as a riilc, they are kept aa a aide Is- 
sue and not aa tho main feature of tho 
farm. It Is plausible to suspect that 
the flock often is neglected for what 
aro considered more important fea- 
tures ot tho farm and that many own- 
ers do not spend much thought upon 
how they can make their flocks more 
cfllclent. 

If flock* owners of tho middlo west 
aro asked why they keep sheep, they 
usually give somo or all of -the follow- 
ing reasons: (1) They utiUzo what 




otherwise would bo considered wnsto. 
(2) Thoy destroy weeds and w^ocd 
seeds. (3) Thoy require lesa labor 
than other classes of live stock. (4) 
Tliey are unexcelled by other animals 
in tho production and distribution ot 
valuable manure over tho land. (5) 
Thoy- Improve tho appearance of tho 
farm. (G) They return good proflU 
on tho InvcBtmont All of thoao rea- 
sons seem good. Thoy sound en- 
couraging, but somo of thorn hark 
back to other times, and, unlcaa aup* 
plomentod, fall to flt In with present 
oohdltlons. Tho first aheop brought 
Into tho territory under consideration 
wore merinos. They were kept pri- 
marily for their wool and at a time 
when land was cheap. When wool la 
the only product regularly expected 
from tho flock. It Is not necesaary to 
feed aa much aa .when both mutton 
and wool are produced. Henoo In tho 
early days of sheep raising In the mid- 
dle west It was poealblo to lot tho 
flock live on waste and cheap feeds 
without materially reducing its cfll- 
clency. 

But during tho last twenty-flve years 
tho merinos havo been largely sup- 
planted by tho mutton breeda. Prices 
for wool decltne.d and land advanced 
in value. To make a proflt, sheep men 
had to make a chahge. Many wont In- 
to the west where land was cither fro* 
or still very cheap. Those who re- 
mained behind, observed tho Increased 
demand for mutton, which encouraged 
them to the mutton breeda. In mak- 
ing this chango many failed to realize 
fullv that tho production of wool and 
mutton Is considerably different from 
the production of wool alone. They 
allowed tho flock to depend too much 
upon what they could find In gleaning 
over the farm as of old, with the ro- 
Bult that an unsatlafactory mutton 
product waa secured. Hero, then, Is 
one reason why only ono-soventh ot 
tho farms keep sheep. However, tho 
reasons In favor of keeping them are 
too good to let this one thing prevent 
thorn from becoming more general.

CHARACTERISTICS OF 
THE SOIL TYPES 



By PROFESSORS HOPKINS, M08- 
lER, PETTIT AND READHIMER, 

University of Illinois. 
Tho unit in the soil survey Is tho 
soil type, and each typo poBsesses 
more or less doflnlto characteristics. 
The lino ot separation between ad- 
joining types is usually distinct, but 
sometimes one type grades Into an- 
other so gradually that It Is very dif- 
ficult to draw the line between them. 
In such exceptional cases, some slight 
variation in tho location of soil-type 
boundaries la unavoidable. 

Several factors must bo taken Into 
account In eatablishlng ' soli types. 
Theae are (1) tho geneologlcal origin 
of tho soil, whether residual, glacial, 
loesslal, alluvial, coUuvlal, or comu- 
lose; (2) the topography, or lay ot 
tho land; (3) native vegetation, aa 
forest or pralrlo grasses; (4) the 
structure, or tho depth and character 
of the surface, subsurface, and sub- 
soil; (5) the physical or mechanical 
composntlon of the dlferont strata 
composing the soil, as tho percentages 
ot gravel, sand, silt, clay and organic 
matter; (C) tho texture, "or poroalty, 
granulation, friability, plasticity, etc.; 
(7) the color of tho strata; (8) the 
natural drainage; (9) agricultural 
value, baaed upon Its natural produc- 
tiveness; (10) tho ultlraato chemical 
composition and reaction. 

The common soil constituents are 
Indicated in tho following outllno;

More or less organic matter la 
found in nearly all the above classes, 
Tho productive capacity of ^and In 
humid sections depends almost vholly 
upon tho power oC the soil to feed tho 
crop; and this. In turn, depends both 
upon tho stock of plant food contain- 
ed in tho soil and upon tho rate at 
which this Is liberated, or rendered 
soluble and available for use in plant 
growth. Protection from weeds, in- 
sects and fungous diseases, the ex- 
ceedingly inlportant, if not a positive 
but a negative factor in crop produo- 
Uon, 

Tho chemical analysis of the soil 
gives tho Involco of fertility actually 
present in the soli strata sampled 
and analyied, but tho rate of libera* 
tion Is^ governed by many factors, 
some of -which may be controlled by 
tho farmer, while other are largely, 
beyond his coiitrol. Chle^ among tha 
IraportAnt controllable factors which 
Influenco the liberation of plant food 
are Umcstono and decaying organto. 
matter, which may bo added to tho 
soil by direct application ot ground 
llmestonA and farm manure. Organio 
matter may bo supplied also by greon- 
manure cropa and crop residues, such 
as clover, cowpcos, straw ond corn- 
stalks. Tho rato of decay of organio 
matter depends' largely upon Us ago 
and origin, and it may be hastened by 
tillage. The chemical analysis shows 
correctly the total organic carbon, 
which reproaents, -aa a rule, but little 
moro than holt the organip' matterl 
so that 20.000 pounds of -organic car-' 
bon In tho plowed soil of an aero cor- 
responds to nearly 20 tons ot organic 
mattor.

Whoh the lumber sclicdulo of the 
new tariff bill was discussed a while 
ago Carter, who Is etralght as an 
arrow and swarthy of coniplexlon, told 
the following story to Illustrate the 
posslbllltloB of debate on that Impoi^ 
taht schedule:

I stood 
shaking, shivering and chattering, and 
I raised my hands to heaven and 
prayed for a high tariff on lumber.'"

UNNING the longest straight 
lino boundary In the world, 
between Alaska and Canada, 
has finally been completed. It 
measures from beginning to 
end exactly 1.507 .miles, and runs 
OS straight as tho crow flies from 
Mount St. Ellas directly north, over 
moving glaciers and somo of tho high- 
est mountains In tho world, to the 
Arctic ocean. It took sovon years' la- 
bor of seventy-flvo men to accomplish 
this dlOlcult task. It cost the United 
States government In round flgures 
$750,000, with tho Canadian govern- 
ment contributing a llko amount, tho 
cost of tho whole work amounting to 
$1,500,000. 

Tho story of this groat work reads 
like some of the romances ^vrltten 
years ago of the so-called wild and 
woolly west. Thd men who took part 
In tho work tell tales rivaling those of 
Admiral Peary In his search for tho 
north pole, and of Amundsen In his 
hunt for the south pole. As a memen- 
to of the hazardous nature of (^Jtho 
"work tho bones of somo of tho heroic 
scientist explorers He today, whitening 
along tho bleak and desolate trail of 
tho International boundary line In 
Alaska'. 

Tho American party was made up 
of nine engineers, surveyors, and topo- 
graphers, with thirty assistants, pack- 
ers, Instrument men, and others. ,It 
was In charge of Thomas Rlggs, Jr., 
of Washington. D. C. with W. B. Rao- 
burn. W. B, Gllmore, W. C. Guorin, K. 
S. Ryus, C. V. Guerln, D. W. Eaton, 
Asa C. Baldwin and E. C. Guerln. 
The Canadian party was In charge of 
J. D. Craig, a celebrated civil engin- 
eer of the Canadian government, ■ 
Old Resident In Charge. 
Thomas Rlggs Is an old resident of 
Alaska. Ho acquired tho gold fever 
during the wild rush of 1897, and 
promptly packed his kit and hiked to 
the now Eldorado of the northwest. 
He remained there about four years, 
prospecting In many sections of the 
country, but at last becoming dis- 
couraged, returned home. Just about 
this time Uncle Sam was looking 
around for likely men. to run the in- 
ternational boundary line between the 
United States and Canada along the 
forty-ninth parallel of latitude. This 
was another Job similar In character 
to the Alaska boundary, but not near- 
ly so dimcult. Rlggs applied for the 
Job, and was promptly employed. 
With a number of other engineers and 
surveyors, he put In the following five 
years on tfila work. Then In 190G he 
■was appointed engineer In charge to 
run the Alaska-Canadian boundary. 
"Which has now been brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

. The Alaska boundary Is marked by 
188 atone monuments sot three mllos 
apart from Mount St. Ellas on the Pa- 
cific joast to tho Arctic ocean. Moat 
exploring parties usually follow the 
line of least resistance. These men, 
however, were compelled to follow 
tho line laid down by tho treaty be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
This resulted In great difficulty, espe- 
cially In transportation and field 
work. The past year the men. had to 
cross the British mountains, which 
rlso to a height of more than 7,000 
feet. From tho summit of these moun- 
tains could be seen the Arctic ocean 
In alt Us terrifying silence, frozen as 
far as the eye could see. , 

It was ot this point that tho first 
bad luck happened to the party. Rae- 
burn was taken 111 with pneumonia 
and laid up for three weeks without 
medical assistance of any kind. Two 
members of the party made a hurried 
return trip to Herschel Island. 175 
miles away, whero the steam whaler 
Belvldore was wintering. In the hopes 
of obtaining medicine. In order to 
reach tho whaler, they had to cross 
a body of -water more than three mile's 
>vlde, frozen aolld In places and In oth- 
ers' brpken up. On* the shore thoy 
(oiind d prospector. Tho three ropq^d 
theinaelvoa together and started on 
the perilous trip across the Ice to^the 
Island. It took three and a half hours 
to make tho trip. Upon reaching the 
wholer thoy .found It. frozen solid In 
ic^, Obtatnlng some medicine from 
Captain Cottle, they started on tho re- 
turn Journey and reached camp after 
two weeks' absence. 

Skeletons Found. 
Near the Arotlo ocean the engineers 
found the skeletons of throe men 



who had perished in one of the ter- 
rific arctic bllzazrds. Tho skeletons 
wero huddled together on tho side of 
a llttlo wind-break made up of some 
boughs and moss. A little farther on 
they found onother skeleton back of 
another little wind-break, where tho 
lonely traveler had evidently crawled 
In a futile effort to escape the same 
blizzard. They found hero the rem- 
nants of a small tent, with a few camp 
utensils and a notebook so badly 
blurred that It coiild not be read. A. 
llttlo farther away, they found the pros- 
pector's gun. But there was nothing 
to Identify any of the skeletons. 

At Demarcation Point, which Sir 
John Franklin determined upon as be- 
ing the boundary lino between Russian 
and British poaseBslons, tho remains 
of an Eskimo village was found, which 
contained at ono time about one hun- 
dred Igloos— Eskimo houses. Most ot 
thesQ houses appeared to bo very old, 
showing that at ono time a largo tribe 
•of natives made this point their per- 
manent home. The place was a reg- 
ular hunters' paradise. Here wero dis- 
covered animal skulls and tho horns 
of a musk-ox. This Is the first time 
that a musk-ox- was ever found west 
of the McKenzle river. Caribou were 
seen in herds of several thousand. 
These animals are very stupid and 
also exceedingly Inquisitive. Some of 
them would gallop up to the party and 
after due Inspection quietly return to 
tho herd. Great numbers of mountain 
sheep were seen, and several superb 
specimens were brought back lor the 
Smithsonian Institution. Ptarmigan 
■were also very plentiful, and flsh were 
found In every stream. 

While game of all kinds was In 
great abundance, several reasons were 
apparent why tho Eskimos had loft 
Mosquitoes were there by tho millions. 
'They were; not ordinary mosquitoes, 
such as are usually seen In civilized 
parts. Some, of them were as big aa 
a'sllver dollar. In fact, the surviving 
members of the onslaught say the 
mosquitoes were so vicious that they 
had to build a huge smudge firo to 
keep them away from the horses. It 
was laughable and yet at the same 
time pretty hard on the poor horses. 
The animals would stand In the smoke 
In prefemce to being eaten alive by 
the insects. Then they would wander 
out for a little grass, but In a few min- 
utes come rushing back for the 
smudge. 

The men had to work -with veils 
over the face and gloves tied around 
the wrists. Every one had to sleep In 
a raosqulto-proof tent In order to get 
any sleep at all. While eating. It was 
necessary to sit In smoke" so dense as 
to be almost suffocating.

There appear to havo been 500 
copies of the Shakespeare first folio 
printed, of which about 200 are known 
to have survived. Of these, fewer 
than 20 are are in perfect state, while 
about 160 copies havo sustained seri- 
ous damage at various points. The 
value of the tour early folio e.dltlons 
of Shakespeare Is partly determined 
by their pedigrees. The duke of 
Leeds owns a first folio on which two 
former. owners. Charles KUllgrew and 
William Congrevo, havo Inscribed 
their names. Garrlck's first folio Is In 
the library of Queen's college. Oxford. 
Sir Henry Irving. possessed a second 
folio which had belonged succcsslvoly 
to Lewis Theobald, tho greatest of all 
Shakepeare's textual critics. Dr. 
Johnson and Samuel Ireland. In 
South Kensington museum there la a 
third folio adorned with a curious col- 
lection' of autographs. At the top of 
the tltlo page is the signature of Leigh 
Hunt, and on other portions are the 
signatures of Charles Dickens. Robert 
Browning, William Wordsworth, 
Charles Knight and Georgo Henry 
Lowes.— London Chronicle. -

They are flrat treated wife •am- 
monia and then with flsh glue, a pow- 
der being flnt obtained and then a 
pute which can ba easily iQrsad on 
glaflB. 

In tbe early atagefl of manufaoturo. 
about 1668. tbU easonce d*Orlent waa 
applied to little balls of plastar, but 
the temperature and th« lamp heat of 
the human body modified the ad- 
henlre qualities of the pearly matter 
and caused changes of color. 

It was In 1680 that a Parisian named 
Jacqnln Invented a method of cover- 
ing small glass balls with the samo 
essence d'Orlent, thus producing the 
first practical artificial pearls. 

In the north and east of Franco 
and In Germany blay fishing is ac- 
tively pursued. About 4.00O nro re- 
quired to produce a pound of scales, 
whl'^h In turn glros a quarter of a 
pound of tbe esBonce. The price of 
the scales varies between $1.76 and 
12.10 a pound.

HAVE LESS CAUSE TO WORRY 

One Reason That Is Put Forward to 
Explain the Superior Longovlty 
. of Woman. 

Though doctors have long realized 
that, thanks to a better knowlodgo of 
sanitation and personal hygiene, people 
are living longer than formerly,- the 
much greater relative lohgevlty of 
women oa shown In the recently pub- 
Uahed English national debt office's re- 
port on the mortality of government 
life annultanta has come aa a general 
surprise. 

In a summary of these flgures It was 
shown that the expectation of life of a 
woman of fifty Is now mora than a year 
greater than It waa In 1875, while that 
of a man of the same age Is only throe 
months greater. 

A London physician says that "the 
essential cause of death la a wearing 
out from overwork of our brain cells. 
Women may be Just aa brainy as men. 
but do not work with their brain cells 
08 vigorously or aa contlnuouBly as do 
their male relatives. If they did there 
would not bo so great a disparity In 
the length of life of the two sexea." 

Another consultant puts down worn* 
an's greater expectation of life to the 
more sheltered existence she leads, 
and the lack of the physically depree- 
sing competition which Is part of 
nearly every man's life. "A woman may 
have hard work to do,* he explained, 
"but except for the few who work In 
offices or who follow professions, they 
work In their own homes and at a pace 
they set for themeolves. The home Is 
also, as a rule, vastly more airy, sunny 
and generally more wholesome than 
la her husband's shop or office.^
